Please pardon me for not answering your letter sooner. The fact 
of the matter is that I have been so tied up since my assistant died that 
my correspondence has gotten ahead of ms. I suppose by this time you have 
given your talk, 


I really know nothing of John Gault. He was of New York, not Boston, 
and I spent tome time this sorning seeing if I could find anything about hin, 
but everybody who has written up the encased pactage stamps says nothing 
about him. I very much doubt if there is any record of the number he 
struck or anything else of his pieces. 


I understand that nothing higher than the 30¢ piece was really used. 
One or two 90's are known but only in sample cases and without eny name of 
firm on the back, When a 90¢ does show up with a name on the back, it has 
generally been substituted in after years. 


I do not know why you do not see so many today. Most of them have 
apparently been absorbed in collections and are staying there, I do not even 
know the name of any large collectors of these nor the name of the Jersey 
collector. As a matter of fect, these encased stamps are something that I 
have never paid much attention to. 


Now for your rubbings. All of the pieces you show rubbings of are 
aimply talismen. None of them are coins or ever passed for coins. They 
are simply talismen, sold in the bazaars, for the most part, in northern 
India. I do know this - that many of the bazaar merchants have worked them 
off on gullible tourists as coins and those travellers to India have 
brought them back thinking they had rare medieval pieces. As far as I know 
they are making them today. 


It is a long time since I have seen you and I trust that you will 
pay us a visit whenever you are in this neck of the woods.
